New York, Nov. 7.—Woodrow Wil- 


eon, governor of 
New Jersey, was 


swept into the presidency of the Unit- 
ed States in Tuesday's election, with 
Governor Thomas R. Marshall, his 
running mate for the vice presidency, 
on a Democratic tidal wave. 


Thirty-seven of the forty-eight states 


of the Union are in the Democratic 
column, the house of representatives 
in the next congress is assured to 
that party by a majority of probably 
more than 160, and the-Democrats will 
have 52 out of the 98 United States 
senators after March 4, 1913, a clear 
control of every department of the 
federal government. 


Many staunch old-line Republican 


states were among those captured by 
Wilson ami Marshall, and th© thirty- 
seven states credited to him give him 
-399 of the 531 electoral votes. .The 
victory is only comparable to that in 
1872 of U- S. Grant over Horace Gree- 
ley, when Grant received 286 elec- 
toral votes and Greeley 68. 


Of the eleven statps.,which rejected 


Wilson, seven, with an electoral vote 
of 117, were credited to Colonel Roose- 
velt; the Progressive nominee, and 
four, with only 15 electoral votes, 


- were credited to President Taft, the 


Republican nominee for re-election.

Pennsylvania went to Roosevelt by 


a plurality of 15,000. The city of Phil- 
adelphia gave Taft a plurality of 11,- 
000, and it was a close race between 
the president and Wilson for second 
place in the state. 


Governor Wilson has carried Maine, 


Massachusetts, Connecticut, New Jer- 
sey, New York, Ohio, Indiana, Wiscon- 
sin, Kentucky, Maryland, Tennessee, 
Nebraska, and Oregon, all the south- 
ern states, and has probably carried 
Missouri, Iowa and the Dakotas. 


New Mexico, which the Progressives 


thought was sure for Roosevelt, has 
been carried by Wilson. California is 
safely for Roosevelt, but in North Da- 
kota, which the Democrats thought 
was safe for Wilson, seems to be 
about equally divided between Taft 
and Roosevelt 


Wilson has carried Missouri by 20,- 


000. 
Major has been elected Demo 


cratic governor. The returns also sho-w 
that both the upper and lower branch 
es of the Missouri legislature will be 
controlled by the Democrats. 


In California, one of the interesting 


features of election day was the part 
taken by the women in their firet 
presidential election. In Los Angeles 
the vote of the women was extraordi- 
narily heavy and was heavily Progres- 
sive. 
In San Francisco there were 


many women clerks of election, and in 
one district eighty women did picket 
duty to prevent the election of Wolff 
for state senator and the constitu- 
tional amendment permitting the re- 
establishment of race tracks, which 
Wolff espoused. 


The returns from Louisiana have 


brought sore disappointment to the 
Progressives of that state. The strong 
anticipated anti-Roosevent sentiment 
r-eems to have eaten into normal Dem 
ncratic pluralities by less than 10 per 
cent In many parts of the state Debs 
ran ahead of Taft.

Chum Was a Liar. 


When the great man "arrives" the 


associates of bis boyhood days who 
used to laugh at the idea of his ever 
"amounting to anything" retire unob- 
trusively to the background. 
But 


when the opportunity arises to make 
tin example of some such skeptical old 
friend surely no one could rise to the 
ooccasion more elfecttvely than did 
Mark Twain on the occasion describ- 
ed by Albert Bigelow Paine in Har- 
per's Magazine. 
He came to Keokuk to visit and was 


offered $5 a week and board to remain. 
He accepted. 
In the same building 


was a book store in which a young 
man named Edward Brownell clerked. 
He and Sam Clemens became great 
chums. 
Sam read at odd moments, at night. 


In bed, voluminously—until very late 
sometimes. 
One night Ed Brownell, 


passing upstairs to his room on the 
fourth floor, poked his head in at the 
floor. 
"What are you reading, Sam? 
he 


ksked. 
"Oh. nothing much—a so called fun- 


jy book. One of these days I'll write 
I funnier book than that myself." 


Brownell laughed. 
"No, you won't, Sam," he said. "You 


are too lazy ever to write a book." 


A good many years later, when the 


name Mark Twain had begun to stand 
for American humor, the owner of it 
gave his "Sandwich Islands" lecture 
In Keokuk.

Peculiar Glow. 


A» we all Unow, there are both day 


blooming and night blooming flowers. 


1 The former are generally decked in 
! red, blue, yellow or purple and have 


lines, spots or markings on their petals 
which often act as guides to the nec- 
taries which are visited by the bees 
/and butterflies. 
The night blooming flowers, on the 


other hand, invite the visits of moths 
or other night flying insects and there- 
fore have recourse to something like 
the tasks of the fireflies and the glow- 
worms. They are usually pure white 
and have such a peculiar texture that 
they seem to glow with internal light 
In the dim shades of evening. 


At times you might almost fancy 


that they were stained by nature with 
some forerunner of luminous paint, so 
clearly do they reflect every visible ray 
of the faint twilight They thus suc- 
ceed in catching the eyes of the moths, 
which, of course, are modified espe- 
cially for perceiving and receiving the 
Blight stimulus of the dusk and gloam- 
ing.But the nocturnal flowers have no 
lines or spots, because these last could 
never be perceived in the dim gloom 
of the evening. They make up for it 
however, by being very heavily scent- 
ed. Indeed, almost all the strong 
white flowers, which are such favor 
Ites with florists, such as Jasmine, 
tuberose, gardenia, stephanotis, serem 
and syrlnga, which belong to the night 
blossoming plants, are especially adapt 
ed to attract the senses of winged noc 
turnal insects.—St Louis Globe-Demo
